In Prisons 19 Years 
For 19 years, Jones was confin­ 
ed to prisons and reformatories, 
and in his statem ent he said:

“The anti-social acts committed 
by me are no indication of the 
true me, My death is not ignoble. 
I am giving my life for a friend. 
My robberies were only moral pro- j 
tests against a society w'hich has j 
treated me rottenly. 
“The only thing Ohio is doing 
is breaking a girl’s heart.” 
Several days before his death 
Jones said he was in love with an 
18-year-old Springfield girl and 
that he wanted to live for her. 
The warden said no one claimed 
the body and th at it would be 
buried in the prison cemetery.

W A S H IN G T O N —-Miss Frances Perkins 
is the most paradoxical member of 
the Roosevelt Cabinet. 
At one and the 
same time she is an excellent departmental 
administrator, but a lamentably limping 
Cabinet officer. 
W hen she took command of the Lalxn* 
Department in 1933, it was one of the most 
malodorous messes in W ashington. Labor 
distrusted it, employers were contemptu­ 
ous, immigrants lived 
in terror of its 
raiding squads, and experts made ribald 
jests about its juggled statistics. 
Today 
the Department is one of the most effici- 
entlv managed broaches of the Govern­ 
ment. 
Through the appointment of such able 
assistants as Dr. Isador Lubin, Commission­ 
er of Labor Statistics; the late Daniel W. 
MacCormack, Commissioner of Immigra­ 
tion, W. Frank Persons, Director of the 
U. 
S. 
Employment Service; 
and 
Miss 
Katharine Lenroot, Chief of the Children’s 
Bureau, Miss Perkins has completely re­ 
vitalized the Labor Department. 
Its 
statistics 
are 
among 
the 
most 
valued in the Government. 
Red-baiting 
and terrorizing of immigrants have been 
replaced with a humane handling of these 
problems, and the other functional activi­ 
ties of the Department are performed in 
an orderly and competent manner. 
As a housekeeper Miss Perkins has 
made a real success of her job. 
Admini­ 
stratively, the Labor D epartm ent is one 
of the brightest spots of the New Deal. 
But, in striking contrast to this record, 
Miss Perkins’ operations in the field of 
policy have 
been as sour as Herbert 
Hoover’s smile. 


GENIUS AT BULLS 
Her chief handicap is a genius for 
mishandling, offending and antagonizing 
every group with which she comes in con­ 
tact. 
It is no exaggeration to say that no 
other Administration leader is as intensely 
disliked as Madame Secretary. 
Not even 
“Uncle D an” Roper, mealy-mouthed and 
incompetent as he is, equals her unpopu­ 
larity. 
Though people laugh at Roper, 
no one gets steamed up about him. 
But 
with Miss Perkins . , . their expletives don’t 
bear repetition! 
On Capitol Hill resentment against 
her is so super-charged th a t several times 
important legislation has been jeopardized 
because she had an interest in it. 
Union 
leaders and the press corps are no less 
hostile, while the few' employers she has 
attempted to deal with take few pains 
to hide their antipathy. 
Most remarkable of all is that this was 
so completely unnecessary. 
No member of the Roosevelt Cabinet 
was received in Washington with more 
friendliness and enthusiasm. 
A few' dis­ 
gruntled labor hacks, w'ho had their own 
eyes on the post, muttered in their jowls, 
but no one paid any attention. 
The Capi­ 
tal 
was definitely cordial— particularly 
the group of newspapermen and women 
who specialize in labor news. 
They had 
i been Miss Perkins* strongest boosters and 
had played some part in putting her in 
the Cabinet.

High praise for the State Bur­ 
eau of Criminal Identification, at 
London, is contained in a letter 
sent by Sheriff Charles H. Rad­ 
cliff to Oakley Spaghf. assistant 
director of the state departm ent of 
welfare. 
The letter was in reply to one 
sent to the sheriff asking his opin­ 
ion concerning the bureau. “Rela­ 
tive to my opinion and how' much 
I use the bureau, I m ight say 
that in my opinion it is one of the 
finest organizations of its kind in 
the United States, due to the fact 
that it is one of the first organi­ 
zations of its kind in the states 
and they have ne cords 
available 
that no other bureaus have ever 
had,” the letter states. 
"It happens to be our practice 
here to fingerprint every prisoner 
that we have in our charge and w-e 
immediately send the 
bureau 
a 
copy of these prints in order to 
check their record. This, we think, 
is an essential step for all sheriffs’ 
departm ents to take in order to 
build up more practical and re­ 
liable sources of information which 
should be of greater benefit to all 
concerned in work of our kind. 
Value is Great 
"As to the value I place on the 
bureau as an aid in apprehending 
and 
convincing criminals, it has 
been a wonderful help to us here, 
especially in the apprehension and 
conviction of check forgers. I have 
used the bureau many times in 
order to check the handw riting of 
suspects and I m ight 
add 
th at 
this has helped us to clinch several 
of these cases. The bureau had al­ 
ways been ready and willing to 
cooperate with us whenever we 
have called on it to aid us in solv­ 
ing cases, and in several without 
the assistance the convicting would 
have been impossible. 
"I m ight add the only fault I 
now see with the bureau itself is 
the fact th at convict help is used. 
I do think that this should be 
eliminated if the best results are 
expected. In my opinion these men 
are not qualified to give expert 
advice when it is needed and I do 
think that if a staff of reliable, 
qualified 
investigators 
were 
in 
charge instead of convict help that 
the bureau would be IOO percent 
as far as we are concerned.” 
George 
E. 
Gerhardt, 
county 
prosecutor, in replying to the let­ 
ter he received for an opinion con­ 
cerning the bureau, cited the im­ 
portance of an identification and 
investigating bureau 
to 
smaller 
counties of the state. 
"We do not have laboratory fa­ 
cilities, nor anyone exclusive as­ 
signed to fingerprint or identifica­ 
tion work,” his letter explained. 
"As to other identification work 
there is no one capable of doing 
the job, the same also applies to 
handw riting experts. 
Centralization Asked 
"I believe that a m ajority of the 
smaller counties w-ould be in favor 
of a state bureau of criminal iden­ 
tification and investigation. I fur­ 
ther believe th at such a bureau 
should not be handled or have the 
work done by convict labor and 
that it should be done by civil ser­ 
vice employes. I am also of the 
opinion that such a bureau should 
be centralized and should be taken 
away from any connection with 
public welfare or prison govern­ 
ment. 
The prosecutor’s letter 
suggest 
that the bureau he made a branch 
of the state highway patrol.

electrocution 
as 
a 
method of capital punishment and 
has proposed the use of morpuine 
in execution. 
Bowen’s 
statem ent 
was 
con­ 
tained in an article in the current 
issue of his departm ent 
publica­ 
tion, “The Public Welfare Bulle­ 
tin.” 
He said he was not defending or 
attacking capital punishment, but 
seeking 
to 
“arouse 
sentim ent 
against electrocution as a means 
of inflicting Hie capital penalty.” 
"Those who favor capital pun­ 
ishment decry the use of cruel, u n­ 
usual, brutal or 
offensive 
m eth­ 
ods,” he said. “The firing squad 
was abolished long ago. because It 
offended our sense of decency. 
“Hanging was discarded because 
it was gross, violent and objection­ 
able to the sensibilities. Electrocu­ 
tion was submitted as more hu­ 
mane than its predecessor. 
But 
electrocution has not proved to be 
such a satisfactory substitute.” 
The director said the 
electric 
chair “literally broils” tho victim 
and suggested the use of morphine 
given by hypodermic injection or 
in food as a more humane method. 
“Not many knows that the con­ 
demned person broils and burns to 
such an extent in the electric chair 
that he sends off the odors 
of 
burning flesh," he said. 
“Surely the people of our ad ­ 
vanced states will not long toler­ 
ate the use of electricity to per­ 
form this gruesome rite, if they are 
acquainted with this fact." 
Bowen also suggested th at the 
common impression th at the vic­ 
tim did not suffer was false.

In one of these households lived 
pretty Charlotte Matthiesen, 18, 
whose love

great that she begged him to kill 
her but to spare himself, despite 
their suicide pact. 
He did, and 
today he was in jail aw aiting act 
i n of the grand jury. 
Tile tragedy resulted from Shar 
lotte’s fear of becoming a mother, 
her fear of telling her parents 
about it, and of Donald's inability 
to finance a marriage. 
“H arm ing the boy will not bring 
back my girl,” said the father of 
the golden-haired victim. 
“H ie 
poor boy couldn’t have been him­ 
self when he did this thing. 
I do 
not w ant to see him go to the 
electric chair.” 
It 
was 
Frederick 
Matthiesen 
speaking, 
and 
he 
recalled 
how 
strict 
his wife 
had 
been 
with 
Charlotte, how' she had “believed 
in the old-fashioned way of raising 
children." 
Had they known of 
their daughter's problem, he said 
they would have sanctioned m arri 
age. 
“Donald was a fine boy,” he 
said. 
“A few years difference in 
age m akes no difference. 
Any 
thing was better than this.”

SHANGHAI, M arch 26— (U P) - 
Twenty Chinese airplanes were de­ 
stroyed in the largest aerial duel 
on the northern front since the out­ 
break of the Chinese-Japanese war, 
the Domei (Japanese) news agency 
asserted today. 
The battle took place over Kwe- 
iteh, in northern Honan province, 
and lasted only half an hour, ac­ 
cording to the report. Three Ja p a n ­ 
ese squadrons converged on the 
city a t dawn yesterday and en­ 
countered the Chinese planes which 
already w’ere in the air. 
The 20 Chinese planes were shot 
dowm and then the Japanese planes 
bombed 
and 
destroyed IO more 
planes on the ground, Domei said. 
It made no mention of 
Japanese 
losses. 
Kweiteh is one of 
the 
Chinese 
strongholds of the Lunghai rail­ 
road, east of Suchow, which the 
Japanese hope to capture in a drive 
on China's provisional capital in 
Hankow. 
In Hankowx a Chinese m ilitary 
spokesman hailed 
the 
Chinese 
stand at Linyi, 
in southeastern 
Shantung province, as a m ajor vic­ 
tory in the North China campaign.
